Whereas under sub -section ( 1) of section 11 of the Cardamom Act, 1965 
(Central Act 42 of 1965 ), every owner o ! land planted with Card.morn 
plants, whether such land is comprised in one state or more than one 
estate, shall, before the expiration of onemonth from the date on which he 
first became owner of such estate or estates or before the expiraton of three 
months from the date of coming into force of the said section, whichever is 
later, apply to the registering officer appointed in this behalf by the State 
Government to be registered as an owner in respect of each estate owned 
by him ; 

And whereas the said section came into force on the 12th day of 
July , 966 and the said period of three months expired on 11th day or 
October, 1966 ; 

And whereas the Government initially extended the time limt for 
registration upto and inclusive of the 28th day of February 1967 ; 

And whereas the Government further extended the time limit for 
registration upto and inclusive of the 31st day ofMay, 1967; 

And whereas the Government further extended the time limit for 
registration upto and inclusive of the 30th day of June, 1969; 

And whereas the Government further extended the time limit for 
registration upto and inclusive of the 31st day of December, 1969; 

And whereas the Government have since found that a majority of the 
small Cardamom growers could not register their estates within the said 
period ; 

Now , therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to 
sub-section (1) of section 11 of the said Act, the Government of Kerala 
hereby further extend the time limit for registration of cardamom estates 
upto and inclusive of the 30th Day of June 1970 .

AWARD 
This is an Industrial Dispute between the Management of Athikkal Saw 
Mill, Kallai, Calicut-3 and the workmen of the above concern represented by 
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statements 


the Kozhikode Taluk Earcha Mill Thozhilali Union , Calicut-3 over " Denial 
of employment to Shri P. K. Chathukutlys Payment of Wages for the non 
employment period ” referred to this Court for adjudication under Section 10 
( 1) (c) of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 ( Central Act XIV of 1947) by 
the Government of Kerala, in their Order, Health and Labour (H ) Depart 
ment, G. O. Rt. No. 1857 /66 /HLD , Trivandrum , dated 24-5-1966 . 
2. In pursuance of notice issued , the parties put in their respective 

The Union examined Sri P. K. Chathukutty, the workman 
under reference as W.W.1, Sri M. Acthuthan , the General Secretary of the 
Union as W. W. 2 , and filed Exhibits W. I and W. 2. The Management 
examined Sri. P. R. Thayil , Assistant Manager attached to the Saw Mill as 
EW . 1, and Sri K. V. Ummer Koya , a foreman attached to the Saw Mill as 
EW.2, and filed Exhibits E. I to E. 10 . 

3. It is the case the union that Sri. P. K. Chathukutty was working 
as a Saw Sharpener in the Athikal Saw Mill, Kallai, Calicut from 1-9-1956 , 
and that from 27-9-1965 onwards the worker was denied employment by the 
management without assigning any reason whatsoever and without giving the 
worker an opportunity to show cause against the action taken against him . 

4. According to the management, Sri P. K. Chathukutty joined service 
only in August, 1957. On 11-9-1965 he put in an application for grant of 
leave for that day. On 13-9-1965 , another application was received for the 
grant of leave for two days. On 15-9-1965 another application wassubmitted 
by the workman for grant of leave for 3 days morc, in continuation of the 
leave already taken . As requested for by the workman, he was granted leave 
from 11-9-1965 to 18-9-1965 The workman stayed away from work thereafter 
from 18-9-1965, without requesting for extension of leave either orally or in 
writing . The Management presumed that the worker had abandoned his 
employment on his owa accord . Accordingly, by a letter dated 9-10-1965 
despatched on 11-10-1965, he was informed that he had forfeited his employ 
ment, under the Standing Orders applicable to the worker, which states that 
an employee would fo:feit his lien on his appointment, unless he returns 
within 8 days of the expiry of leave, and explains to the satisfaction of the 
manager of the concern his inability to return before the expiry of leave. 
According to the management, therefore, Sri. P. K. Chathukutty by not 
having reported for work after the expiry of the leave granted to him , or by 
having absented himself from work without leave, eversince 18-9-1985, 
without assigning any reason for his absence, had automatically lost his lien 
on his appointment. It is the case of the management, that the vacancy 
which was created by the alleged voluntary abandonment of employment by 
Sri P. K. Chathukutty was tolled by transferring an Engine Driver attached 
to the Saw Mill, who had become surplus to requirements consequent on the 
introduction of electr.c power in the Saw Mill in 1965. 

5. Admittedly, the petitioner was granted leave by the management 
from 11-9-1965 to 18-9-1965 , as requested for by him . The case of the 
management is that the workman stayed away from work without any 
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application for leave or without giving any explanation or reason for his 
abience from 18-9-1905 onwards. In accir lace with class 10 ( 3 ) of the 
Kerala Industrial Employment (Standig 0.des) Ruies, $ , a workinan 
forleits his lien on his appointment, it he docs not report withiu 8 days of the 
expiry of leave granted to him , and does not explain to the satisfaction of 
the Manager, or attempts to explain his inability to return before the expiry 
of leive. Clause 10 ( 3) of the Standing Orders under rcleren.cc also lay s 
down that in case a workman loses his lien on his appointment, he shall be 
entitled to be kept on the subs itute list. In this instant case , however , ihe 
management would have us believe that the vacancy was Gllel b ; transferring 
an engine driver who had become surplus to requirements with the introduc 
tion of electric power in the factory in 1965, and that as such there is no scope 
for reinstating the workman as Saw Sharpener. The contention put forward 
by the management that SiP. K. Chathukutty stayed away from work from 
18-9-1965 after the expiry of the leave granted to him , is supported by the 
testimony of EWs 1 and 2 , and by a notice issued by the man einent to the 
workman under reference , dated 9-10-1965 proved as Exhibit E. 5. The 
letter was to inform the workman under reference that " Thus from 18-9-1965 
till today you are absent without any leave . You did n t return o the 
work after the expiry of the leave. Nothing is hcard from you durin : the 
above period. Under these circumstances the management believes that you 
have left our service. 

You are hereby informed that for the reasons stated above you have lost 
your lien on your appointment" . 

This letter is seen to have been despatched to Sri P. K. Chathukutty , 
according to an entry in the cash book mintained by the concern , proved as 
Exhibit E. 6 at page 63, on 11-10-1965. Exhibit E. 6 reads being the 
amount paid as postage for sending one letter to Sri P. K. Cha hukut y , 
Paikkatkay House , Nellik de, Kozhikode, 0.15 paise" . Similar entries are 
scen made in the cash book in respect of other letters sent by the manage 
ment. It has therefore been proved bef re this Court that Exhibit E. 5 dated 
9-10-1965 was despatched to Sri P. K. Chathukutty informing him that he 
had lost his lien on his appointment. The contention of the u ion is that 
Sri P.K. Chathukutty has been reporting for work from 27-9-1965 and that 
he was denied employment by the management . Exhibit E. 4 is a letter 
dated 11-10-1965 from the union to the management in thematter. The 
union also contends that from 18-9-1965 to 27-9-1965, Sri P. K. Chatbukutty 
was on leave granted to him on the basis of leave applications, forwarded by 
him , similar to those presented by him for leave for the days prior to 
18-9-1965. The management asserts that no such leave applications have 
been received from the workman . 

6. The point for determination in this case is whether or not the dis 
charge of the worker under the provisions of the Kerala Industrial Employ 
ment (Standing Orders) Rules, 1958 is a bona Sde exercise of the powers 
conferred on the management in respect of the workman who fails to return 
for work afrer the expiry of leave granted to him , or in other words , whether 


the action of the crnployer is a colourable exercise of the powers conferred 
under the terms of the contract of service or standing orders applicable to the 
employce. It is a well established principle of law that it would be open to 
an employer to take recourse to the condition of service and terminate the 
services of an employee, but when the validity of such termination is 
challenged in industrial adjudication , this court will be competent to enquire 
whether the impugned discharge has been effected in the bonafide exercise of 
the power conferred by the contract of service. In other words, this Court 
will be entitled to go behind the words and the form of the discharge, and 
decide whether the discharge is a discharge simpliciter or not. 
If the bonafides of such exercise of the contractual power are successfully 
challenged , this court will then be competent to interfere with the order 
of discharge. This Court will be entitled to examine the substance of the 
matter and decide whether the termination is in fact a discharge simpliciter 
or it amounts to a dismissal which had put on the cloak of a discharge 
simpliciter . In this instant case, there is nothing on record to show that 
the action of the employer was without bonafides or that it was a colourable 
exercise of the powers conferred on the employer under the Standing Orders 
applicable to the employee . Another point for determination is whether 
or not the employer was justified in discharging Sri P. K. Chathukutty, or in 
denying him employment, without giving him an opportunity of being hcard . 
In a decision of the Honourable Supreme Court reported in 1957 I LLJ 
Page 226 , where one Banerji was arrested under the West Bengal Security 
Act and detained in jail from 25-1-1949 to 5-4-1949 and he was discharged 
from service for continued absence by the management, and the Appellate 
Tiibunal had directed the reinstatement of the workman , it was held , 
“ The Appellate Tribunal has accepted that claim on the ground that he 
had been discharged without the company framing a cha.ge or holding 
an enquiry , and that the rules of natural justice had been violated . We are 
unable to agree with this decision The ground of discharge is the continuod 
absence of the employee, and his inability to do work , and it is difficult to 
see what purpose would be served by a formal charge being delivered to him 
and what conceivable answer he could give thereto . The order of the 
Appellate Tribunal is maniſestly erroneous and must be set aside" . 

It is therefore evident that there is nothing illegil in Sri 
P. K. Chathukutty having been discharged from service for continued 
absence without leave, or for staying away from work without explaining his 
in ability to do 80. There is no evidence on record to prove that 
Sri P. K. Chathukutty reported for work on 27-9-1965 and was denied 
employment by the management. There is also no evidence on record to 
show that he had applied for leave after 18-9-1 365. It is seen that a notice 
was issued to Sri P. K. Chathukutty , muiled on 11-10-1965, informing the 
workman that he has been absent without leive from 18-9-1765 or that he 
had not reportei for work after the expiry of leave granted to him , that 
under the circumstances, the management believes that he has abandone1 
his , e nployment, and that he has lost his lien on his appointment. If in 
fact, Sri P. K. Cha h ikutty had presented himself for work on 27-9-1935 , it 
is iaconceivable that a notice of this type, proved as Exhibit E. 5, would 
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have been issued to the workman . In accordance with the Kerala Industrial 
Employment (Standing Orders) Rules, 1958 , clause 10 (3), a workman would 
lose his lien on his appointment if he does not report for work within & days 
of the expiry of Icave granted to him , and also does not explain to the satis 
faction of the employer the reasons for his inability to return before the 
expiry of leave. In the absence of any evidence to show that the 
cmployer has acted without bonafides, the denial of employment to Sri 
P. K. Chathukuity, cannot be held to be injustified or illegal. Under 
Clause 10 (3 ) of the Standing Orders (Rules) the employee will be enuitloi 
to be kept on the substitute list, even after he loses his licn on his 
appointment. 

7. In the circumstances, the employee is not entitle ! to reinstatement 
or to any other relief, except that he will be entitled to be kept on the 
substitute list as laid down under Clause 10 ( 3) of the Kerala Industrial 
Employment (Standing Orders) Rules, 1953, even though he has lost his lien 
on his appointment. An award is passed accordingly . 

This award will come into force on the expiry of 30 days after its 
publication in the Government Gazette.

This is an Industrial Dispute between the Superintendent, Koduakaranam 
Estate, Peermade P. O and the workmen of the above concern represented 
by the Secretary , Peermade Thottom Thozhilali Union , Pambanar over 

Dismissal of four workers, namely, M /s. Ramaswamy, Narayanan , George 
and Poovamma" referred to this Court for adjudication under Section 
10 ( 1) ( c) of the Industrial D.sputes Act, 1947 (Central Act XIV of 1917) by 
the Government of Kerala , in their o : der, Health and Labour (H ) Depart 
ment, G. O. Rt. No. 4371 /67/HLD ., Trivandrum , dated 16-11-1967 .

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2. In pursuance of notice issued , the parties put in their respective 
statements. 

3. It is the case of the management that the four workmen under 
reference were dismissed from service for having behaved in a riotous and 
disorderly manner on the premises of the Estate and actrd in a 
manner 
subversive to discipline, in that, they with a few others, obstructed the work 
of the estate by trying to prevent other workers froin going to work , resulting 
in great disorder and considerable loss to themanagment. On application 
made before this Court by the Superintendent, Koduakaranam Estate , 
Peermade, in M. P. Nos. 97 to 100/66 , approval for the dismissal of these 
workmen was granted on 6-4-1967. It has been further alleged that at 
8.45 a . in . on 9-6-1967 , three of the workmen under reference and six others 
wrongfully restraincd the manager of the Estate for about 15 minutes and 
assaulted him in front of his office. It has been made out, by the productioa 
of the proceedings of the Assistant Commissioner for Labour (Awards), that 
on 13-10-1966 , the union of which the dismissert workmen were active 
members induced the workers for a strike. Out of 800 workers, 650 workers 
went for work . Finditg that the strike could not succeed, the dismissed 
workmen under reference threatened and tried to obstruct loyal workers from 
attending to their work . The strike was planned when a dispute was pending 
before the Conciliation Officer. The Assistant Commissioner for Labour has 
therefore come to the conclusion that it was a clear case of violation of the 
Code of discipline, on a complaint preſerred by the management of the 
Koduakaranam Estate on 15-10-1966. 

4. The union in their claim statementwould have us believe that the four 
workmen who were dismissed from service are innocent of the misconducts 
which are alleged to have been committed by them on 13-10-1966 , that the 
enquiry conducted against them was in violation of the principles of natural 
justice , and that the workmen under reſerence are victimised for their trade 
union activities. 

5. However, inspite of registered disposal notice having been accepted 
by the union , they did not appear before Court on 12-9-1969 to which date 
the case stood posted at Kottayam . The union was therefore declared 
ex- parte. Since the union has not cared to appear before this Court on 
12-9-1969, inspite of registered disposal notice being accepted by them , and 
they have also been keeping away from Court on several previous occasions 
Lecessitating registered disposal notices being issued to them , it is safe to 
presume that the union is not interested in the dispute. The Industrial 
Dispute therefore abates. An award is passed accordingly. 

This award will come into force on the expiry of 30 days after ita 
publication in the GovernmentGazette .

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AWARD 
This is an Industrial Dispute between Shri C. R. Narayana Chettiar, 
Proprietor, Shri Southambika Rice & Oil Mills, Chittur Palghat District and 
a workman of the concern Sri C. A. Vellayappa Pillai, 2/1 19, Vellan hara 
Chittur (Near State Bank of Trava.core ), Palghat District over “ Non 
employment of Shri C. A Vellayappa Pillai, Clerk , Shri Southambika Rice 
and Oil Mills , Chittur, " referied to this Court for adjudication under 
Section 10 (1) (c ) of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 (Central Act XIV of 
1947 ) by the Government of Kerala in their Order, Labour & Social Welfare 
(H ) Depatment, G. O. Rt. No. 941/68/LSWD , Trivandrum , Dated 
26-11-1968. 

2. In pursuance of notice issued , the parties put in their respective 
statements . 

3. According to Sri C. A. Vellayappa Pillai, he was working as a clerk 
in Shri Southambika Rice & Oil Mills owned by Sri C. R. Narayana 
Chettiar from 14-5-1955. Consequent on the Minimum Wages Notification 
coming into effect from 1-9-1967, Sri C. A. Veliayappa Pillai demanded the 
minimum wages to which he was entitled as per the Notification . It is 
alleged that on 2-4-1968 Sri C. A. Vellayappa Pillai was discharged from 
service without any reason , charge, or enquiry . 

4. According to themanagement, Sri C. A. Vellayappa Pillai was paid 
Rs. 40 per mensem from 31-3-1955 to 31-3-1957 , Rs. 50 per mensem from 
1-4.1957 to 31-3-1962 , and Rs. 60 per mensem since 1-4-19 2. The Rice 
Mill having been leased out to some- body else , Sri. C. A. Vellayappa Pillai 
became surplus to requirements , and his services were therefore terminated 
on payment of two monthswages as compensation . 

5. Today when the case was taken up for evidence, a statement is filed 
by Sri C. A. Vellayappa Pillai to the effect that on receipt of Rs. 800 from 
themanagem nt in full and final settlement of all his claims, this dispute is 
not pressed . 

6. Since the dispute is settled amicably between the parties, there is no 
Industrial Dispute now for adjudication before this Court. An award is passed 
accordingly. 

This award will come into force on the expiry of 30 days after its 
publication in the Government Gazette.

to make provision relating to marriages of citizens of India outside 

India 
Be it enacted by Parliament in the Twentieth Year of the Repub ic of 
India as follows: 


CHAPTER I 

PRELIMINARY 
1. Short title . This Act may be called the Foreign Marriage Act, 
1969. 
2. Definitions. In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires, 

(a) “ degrees of prohibited relationship” shall have the sane 
mraning as in the Special Marriage Act, 1954 (43 ol 1954 ) ; 

(b ) " district" , in relation to a Marriage Oficer, means the area 
within which the duties of his o:fice are to be discharged . 

(c) " foreign country " means a country or place outside India , 
and includes a ship which is for the time being in the territorial waters 
of such a country or place ; 

(d ) “ Marriage Officer" means a person appointed under section 
3 to be a Marriage Officer ; 
(e) " official house" , in relation to a Marriage Officer, means 

(i) the official house of residence of the officer; 

(ii) the office in which the business of the officer is 
transacted ; 

( iii) a prescribed place; and 
(f ) " prescribed " means prescribed by rules made under this 
Act, 

3. Marriage Officers . For the purposes of this Act, the CentralGover.: 
mentmay , by notification in the OfficialGazette , appoint such of its diplu . 
maric or consular officers as it may think fit to be Marriage Officers for a y 
foreign country . 

Explanation . In this section , " diplomatic officer" mcars an ambassador, 
envoy , ininister,high commissioner, commissioner, charge d offairs or other 
diplomatic representative or a counsellor or secretary of an embassy, legation 
or high commission . 


CHAPTER II 

SOLEMNIZATION OF FORDION MARRIAGES 
4. Conditions relating to solersization of foreign marriages.-- A marriaçe 
between parties cre of whom at least is a citizen of India may be solemnised 
under this Act by or before a MarrieOfficer in a foreign country, if , at the 
time of the marriay ; the following conditions are fulfilled , namely : 

( a ) neither party has a spouse living , 
( ) either party is an idiot or a lunatic, 

(c ) the bridegroom has completed the age of twenty -one years and 
the bride the age of eighteen years at the time of the marriage, and 

(d ) the parties are not within the degrees of prohibited 
relationship : 

Provided that where the personal law or a custom governing at 
least one of the par ies permits of a marriage between them , such 
marria e may be solemnized , notwithstarding that they are within the 
degrees of prohibited :elationship . 

5 Notice of intended marriage. - When a marriage is intended to be 
solernized under this Act the parties to the marriage shall give notice 
thereof in writing in the form specified in the First Scheduled to the Marriage 
Officer of the district in which at least one of the parties to the marriage has 
resided for a period of not less than thirty days immediately preceding the 
date on which such notice is given , and the notice shall state that the party 
has so resided . 

6. Mariage Notice Book . – The Marriage Officer shall keep all notices 
given under section 5 with the records of his office and shall also forthwith 
enter a true copy of every such notice in a book preser bed for that purpo e 
to be called the Marriage Notice Book ” , and such boo shall be open for 
inspection at all reasonable times, without fee, by any per or desirous of 
inspecting the same. 

7. Publication of notice .-- Where a notice under section 5 is given to the 
Marriage Cflicer, he shall cause it to be published 

( a ) in his own office , by affixing a copy thereof to a conspicuous 
place , and 

(b ) in India and in the country or countries in which the parties 
are ordinarily resident, in the prescribed manner .

8. Objection to marriage.- (1) Any person may before the expiration 
of thirty -days from the date of publication of the notice under section 7, 
object to the marriage on the ground that it would contravene one or more 
of the conditions specified in section 4 . 

Explanatın.-- Where the publication of the notice by affixation under 
clause (a) of section 7 and in the prescribed manner under clause (b ) of 
that section is on different dates, the period of thirty days shall , for the 
purposes of this sub -section , be computed from the later date. 
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(2 ) Every such objection shall Le in writing signed with prvn 
making it or lsy any perrn duly autorical to sign which , and all 
staic the ground of objection , and the Masriye Oll.ce : si all send the 
nature of the objection in his fariaye Notice Benin 

9. Sumn zation of marriage where no oljectius de. - i no objection is 
made within the period specified in section 8 to an intendedmine thea , 
on the expiry of that perid, the inariage may be slemaid. 

10. Procedure on receipt of objection .- ( , I sjetion i made under 
section 8 to an intended mariage , the Marriage Ollirer shall not olemnize 
the marriage untilc has inquired into themuter of the objectiu i such 
manner as te thinks fit and is satisfied that it aght so to prvent u.c 
solemnization of the inarriage or the objection is withdrewn by the person 
mking it 

(2) Where a Warringe Oficer ater making any such inquiry 
entertairs a doubt in respect of any objection , le sh : trasm t the record 
with such statement i especting the matter as he unks fit to tie Central 
Goverument; and the Central Governinert, after makr . Uch for the 
iuquiry into the matter and afterotaining such advice as it thinks ſt. ball 
give its decision therern in writing, to the Marri ge Oficer, who the! : ct in 
conforunity with the d cision of the Central Government. 

11. Marriage not to be in contravention of local laws.- (1) lle uusia 
Oficer may , for reasons to be recorded in writing, refuse to solemnica 
marriage under this Act iſ the intended marriage is prolibited by all in 
force in the foreign country where it is to be solemnized . 

(2 ) The Marriare Oficer for reasons to be crded in 
writing refuse to solemnije o marriage order th s set on the guand that is 
his opinion , the soleraniatica o te riage would be inconsistent with 
international law on the cinity of nations. 

(3) Where a ) Carriage in cer refuses to solem jze a na riage ander 
this section , any party to the intended marriage may appeal to the Cental 
Goverr ment in the prescribed manner within a period of thirty days from 
the date of such refisal; ard the Jarriage Officer shall act in contos pity with 
the decision of the Central Government on such appeal. 

12. Declaration by parties and wilnesses.-- Before themarriage is so ernieri , 
the parties and three witoeses shall, in the presence of the Marriage Oficer, 
sign a declaration in the for a specified in the Second Schedule ad the 
declaration shall be countersigned by theMarriage Officer. 

13. Place and form of solemnizaion .-- :) A marriage by or before a 
Marriage Dii cer under this Act shall be solemnizel at the official house of 
the Marriage Oficer with open doors between the prescribed luss in ile 
presence of at least tree witnesses. 

(2) The marriagemay be solemnized in any form which the parties 
may choose to adopt: 


may, 
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Provided that it shall not be complete and binding on the parties unless 
cach party declares to the other in the presence of the Marriage Officer and 
the three witnesses and in any language understood by the parties --- " I, (A ), 
take thee ( B ), to be my lawſul wife (or husband )" : 

Trovided further that where the declaration 7eferred to in the preceding 
proviso is made in any language which is not understood by the Marriage 
Officer or by any of the witnesses, either of the parties shall interpret or 
cause to be interpre ed the declaration in a language which the Marriage 
Officer or, as the case may be, such witness understands. 

14. Certificate of marriage.- (1 ) Whenever a marriage is solemnized 
under this Act, the Marriage Oncer shall enter a certificate thereof in the 
form specified in the Third Schedule in a book to be kept by him for that 
purpose and to be called the Marriage Certificate Book, and such certificate 
shall be signed by the parties to the marriage and the three witnesses. 

(2 ) On a certificate being entered in the Marriage Certificate Book by 
the Marriage Oficer , the certibcate shall be deemed to be conclusive evidence 
of the fact that a mariage under this Act has been solemnized , and that 
all fo:malities specting the residence of the party concerned previous to the 
marriage and the signatures ofwitnesses bave been cornplied with . 

15. Validity of foreign marriages in India.-- Subject to the other provisions 
contained in his Act, a marriage solemnized in the manner provided in this 
Act shall be good and valid in law . 

16. New notice when marriage not solemnized within six months. - Whenever 
a marriage is not solemnized within six months froza the date on which 
notice thereofhas been given to the Marriage Officer as required under section 
5 or where the record of a case has been transmitted to the Central Govern 
ment under section 10, or where an appeal has been preferred to the Central

(4 ) Where a Marriage Oficer refuses to register a murrige under 
this section the party applying for registration may appeal to the Central 
Government in the pres ribed manner within a period of thirty days from 
the date of such r. ſusal; and the marriage Oller shall act in coafurnity 
with the decision of the Central Government on such appeal. 

(5 ) Registration of a marriare under this section shall be effected 
by the Marriage Officer by entering a certificate of ihe narriage in the 
prescribed form and in the prescribed manner in the Mariage Certificate 
Book , and such certificate shall be signed by the parties to the marriage and 
by three witnesses . 

(6) A marriage registered under this section shall, as fion the 
date oi registration , be deemed to have been solemnized under this 
Act: 


CHAPTER IV 
MATRIMONIAL REL27 IN RESPECT OF FOREIGN MARRIAGES 
18. Matrimonial reliefs to be under Sp.cial Marriare Act, 1954 .- (1) Subject 
to the other provisions contained in this section , the provisions of Chapters 
IV , V , VI and VII of the SpecialMarriage Act, 1954 (43 of 1954), shall 
apply in relation to marriaga solemnized under this Act and to any other 
marriage s lemnised in a foreigu country betwee per ies of whom one at 
least is a citizen of India as they apply in relat on to narrges solemnized 
under that Act . 

Explanation .- In its application to the marriages reíerred to in this sub 
section , section 24 of the Special Marriage Act, 1954 ( 43 of 19 : 4 ), shall be 
subject to the following modifications,namely: 

(i) the reference in sub-section (1) thereof to clauses (a ), (b ), (c) 
and (d ) oſ section 4 of that Act shall be construed as a reference to 
clauses (a ), (b), (c) and (d ) respectively of sectioa 4 of this Act , 

( ii) nothing contained in section 24 aforesaid shall apply to any 
marriage 

(a ) which is not solemnized under this Act; or 

(b ) , which is decraed to be sclemnized under this Act by 
reason of the provisions contained in section 17 : 


and 
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Provided that the registration of any such inarriage as is referrel to in 
sub - clause (b ) may be declared to be of no affect if the registration was in 
contra ention of sub-section (2 ) of section 17 . 

(2 ) Every petition for relief under Chapter V or Chapter VI of the 
pecial Marriage 

Act, 1954 (43 of 1954 ), as made applicable to 
the marriages referred to in sub -section (1), shall be presented to the 
district court within the local limits of whose ordinary civil jurisdiction 

(a) the respondent is residing at the time of the presentation of 
the petition ;or 

(b ) the husband and wife last resided together; or 

(c) the petitioner is residing at the time of the presentation of the 
petition , provided that the respondent is at that time residing outside 
India . 

Explanation . - In this section , " district court" has the samemeaning as in 
the Special Marriage Act, 1954 (43 of 1954 ) . 

(3) Nothing contained in this section shall authorise any court--- 

(a ) to make any decree of dissolution of marriage, except 
where 

(i) the parties to themarriage are domiciled in India at the 
time of the presentation of the petition ; or 

(ii) the petitioner, being the wiſe , was domiciled in India 
immediately before the marriage and hasbeen residing in India for 
a period of not less than three years in.mediately preceding the 
presentation of the petition ; 

(b ) to make any decree annulling a voidable marriage, except 
where 

(i) the parties to the marriage are doiniciled in India at the 
time of the presentation of the petition ; or 

(ii) the marriage was solemnized under this Act and the 
petitioner, being the wife, has been ordinarily resident in India for 
a period of three years jąnmediately preceding the presentation of 
the petition ; 

(c) to make any decree of nullity of marriage in respect of a void 
marriage, exceut where 

(i) either of the parties to the marriage is domiciled in India 
at the timeof the presentation of the petition ; or 

(ii ) the marriage was solemnized under this Act and the 
petitioner is residing in India at the time of the presentation of the 
petition ; 

( d ) to grant any other relief under Chapter V or Chapter VI of 
the Special Marriage Act, 1954 (43 of 1954 ), except where the 
petitioner is residing in India at the time of the presentation of the 
petition . 


( 1) Noting contained in sub -section (1 ) sail authoric any count 
to grant any relief under this Act in relation to any marriage in a foregn 
country not solemnized under it, if the gront of relief in respect of such 
marriage [whether on any of the grounds specificd in the Special Marri.ge 
Act, 1954 (13 of 1954) , or otherwise ] is provided for under any other law for 
the time being in force. 


CHALTER V 

PENALTIES 
19. Punishment for bigamy.- (1) Any person whose marriage is sole 
mnized or deemed to have been soler nised ur.der this Act and who , dring 
the subsistence of his marriage, contra isiny otl er marriale in India shal! 
be subject to the penalties provided in section 494 and section 495 of the 
Indian Penal Code (45 of 1860) and the marriage o contracted shall be 
void . 

( 2) The provisions of sub - section ( 1) apply also to any such offence 
committed by any citizen of India without and beyond India . 

20. Punishment for contravention of certain other conditions for marriage --- Any 
citizen of India who procures a marriage of himself or herse ſ to be solemni. 
zed under this Act in contravention of the condition specified in clause (c ) or 
clause (d ) of section 4 shall he punishable 

(a ) in the case of a contravention of the c adition specified in cause 
(c) of section 4 , with simple imprisonment which may extend to fifteen 
days or with fine which may extend to ose thousand ru ; ces , or with 
both ; and 

(b ) In the case of a contravention of the condition specified in 
clause (d ) of section 4 , with simple imprisonment which may extend to 
one month , or with fine which may extend to ai e thousand rupees, or 
with both . 

21. Punishment for false declaration . - If any citizen of Ivdia for the purpose 
of procuring a marriage, intentionally 

(a ) Where a declaration is required by this Act, makes a false 
declaration ; or 

(6 ) where a notice or certificare is required by this / ct , signs a 
false notice ora certificate ; 
he shall be punishable with imprisonment for a term which may extend 
to three years and shall also be liable to finc . 

22. Punishment for wrongful action of Marriage Officer . - Aly Alarriago 
Officer who knowingly and wilfully solemnizes a m rriage under this Act in 
contravention of any of the provisions of this Act shail be punishable with 
simple impri onment which may extend to one year, or with fine which 
may extend to five hundred rupees or with both .

CHAPTER VI 

MISCELLANEOUS 
23. Recognition of marriages solemnized under law of other countries. If the 
Central Government is satisfied that the law in force in any foreign country 
for the solmuization ofmarriages contains provisions similar to those con 
tained in this Act, itmay , by notification in the Official Gazette , declare 
that marriages solmnized under the law in force in such foreign country 
shall be recognized by courts in India as valid . 

24. Certification of documerts of marriages solemnized in accorda ce with local 
law in a foreign country .- (1) Where 

(a) a marriage is solemnized in any foreign country specified in 
this behalf by the Central Governmeat, by notification in the Official 
Gazetle, in accordance with the law of that country between parties 
of whom one at least is a citizen of India ; and 

(6) a party to the marriage who is such citizen produces to a 
Marriage Oificer in the country in which the marriage was solennized 

(i) a copy of the entry in respect of the marriage in the marri 
age register of that country certified by the appropriate authority 
in that country to be a true copy of that entry ; and 

(ü ) if the copy of that entry is not in the English language, 
a translation into the prescribed language of that copy ; and 

(c) the Marriage Officer is satisfied that the copy of the entry in 
the marriage register is a true copy and that the translation , if any, is a 

true translation ; 
the Marriage Officer, upon the payment of the prescribed fee, shall certify 
upon the copy that he is satisfied that the copy is a true copy of the earry 
in the marriage register and upou the translation that he is satisfied that 
the translation is a true translation of the copy and shall issue the copy 
and the translation to the said party . 

( 2 ) A document relating to marriage in a foreign country issued 
under sub -section (1) shall be admitted in evidence in any proceedings as 
if it were a certificate duly issued by the appropriate authority of that 
country 

25. Certified copy of entries to be evidence ..-- Every certified copy purporting 
to be signed by the Marriage Officer of an entry of a mariiage in the 
Marriage Certificate Book shall be received in evidence without production 
or proof of the original. 

26. Correction of errors.- (1) Any Marriage Oficer who discovers any 
error in the form or substance of any entry in the Mariage Certificate Book 
may, within one month r ext after the disco: ery of such crror, in the 
presence of the persons married , or, in case of their death or absence , 
in the presence of two other witnesses , cori ect the error by entry in the 


margin without any alteration of the original entry and add thereto the 
date of such correction . 

(2) Every correction made under this section shall be attested in the 
witresses in whos : presence it was made. 

27. Aci not 10 offect validity of marriages outside it. - Nothing in this Act 
shall ia any way affect the validity of a marriage solemnized in a foreign 
country otherwise thin mider this Act. 

28. Power to make rules.- (1) The Central Governme:it may, by noti 
fication in the Official Gazette ,make rules for carrying out the purposes of 
th s Act. 

(2 ) In particular, and without prejudice to the generality of the fore 
going power, such rulesmay provid : for all or any of the following matters, 
namcly : 

(a ) the dutirs and powers of Marriage Omcers and their districts ;

THE MADRAS PRESERVATION OF PRIVATE FORESTS 

(SECOND AMENDMENT) ORDINANCE , 1969. 
Promulgated by the Governor of Kerala in the Twentieth Year 
of the Republic of India . 

AN 

ORDINANCE 
further to amend the Madras Preservation of Private Forests Act, 

1949. 


Preamble :-WHEREAS the Legislative Assembly of the State of 
Kerala is not in session and the Governor of Kerala is satisfied that 
circumstances exist which render it necessary for him to take 
immediate action ; 

AND WHEREAS instructions from the President have been received 
in pursuance of the proviso to clause ( 1 ) of Article 213 of the 
Constitution of India ; 

Now , therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by clause 
( 1 ) of Article 213 of the Constitution of India , the Governor of 
Kerala is pleased to promulgate the following Ordinance : 

1. Short title and commencement.-- ( 1 ) This Ordinance may be 
called the Madras Preservation of Private Forests ( Second Amend 
ment) Ordinance , 1969. 

( 2 ) It shall come into force at once . 
2. Amendment of section 1. - In sub - section ( 3 ) of section 1 of 
the Madras Preservation of Private Forests Act , 1949 (Madras Act 
XXVII of 1949) , as in force in the Malabar district referred to in 
sub -section (2 ) of section 5 of the States Reorganisation Act , 1956 
(Central Act 37 of 1956 ) , for the figures , letters and word " 31st 
December, 1969" , the figures , letters and word " 31st December , 
1970 " , shall be substituted .
